NEW YORK, SEPT. 16—POLICE ANNOUNCE THEY 


HAVE FOUND ENOUGH EVIDENCE TO JUSTIFY BE- 
LIEF THAT THE MORGAN EXPLOSION WAS THE 
RESULT OF A PLOT. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 16.—At least 24 persons were killed 
fl hundreds of others were injured and the offices of J. 


P. Morgan & Co. were wrecked by a gigantic explosion at 
Wall and Broad-sts in the heart of the financial district at 
noon today. The loss will exceed half a million dollars. 


The origin was believed to have been a wagon load df 


dynamite on its way to the site of the new Stock Exchange 
building on the southeast corner of Broad and Wall-sts. 
An automobile is said to have crashed into the vehicle car- 
rying the explosives just as it was before the Morgan of- 
fices and thejUnited Staies sub-treasury where millions of 
dollars of government funds and bullion are stored. 


United States troops were rushed to the scene to guard 


the sub-treasury and the federal reserve bank. 


Business was brot to a standstill. The stock: exchange 


and curb market closed down. Sensational reports of^a 
bomb plot threw bankers^and brokers into a panic. The 
explosion was noV caused by an anarchist's 4>o.mb whidt 
was intended to destroy the life 'of Morgan, because Mor- 
gan is at present in Europe.
